Our Foreign Trade Is Lively. 


Commercially tho greatest year in our 


ustory is 1891. The total value of cx- 
lorts for that year was $970,508,382, 
[mports for the same period were $528,- 
521,646. This leaves us that balance of 
trade in our favor, of which tho old 
fashioned school of political economists 
thought BO much, $143,180,030. 


The difference in our favor made by 


the various reciprocity treaties already 
begins to be manifest. The treaty with 
Brazil went into effect April 1; those 


caused by great volumes of electricity 
passing from a dense into a rarer at- 
mosphere.

Years of Railroad Accidents. 


From a paper by Mr. H. D. Prout in 


The North American Review it appears 
that 1890 and 1891 were years of extraor- 
dinary fatality in railway accidents. 
Both in Europe and America 1891 was 
particularly disastrous. In the United 
States during the month of January, 
1801, 
there were five train collisions in 


which passengers were killed. The year 
began and ended with startling acci- 
dents. 


The year 1890 was notable for the fact 


that during its months 800 persons were 
killed. During the first eleven mouths 
733 people were killed. In the first eleven 
months of 1891 705 were killed. Previous 
to the two years named the largest num- 
ber of deaths on the rail occurred in 
1888, when the number was 067. An in- 
crease so extraordinary, theiefore, de- 
serves more than passing notice. Look- 


more widely observed this year than 
ever before. Some fifteen years elapsed 
after the death of Washington before 
his countrymen began to think of celb- 
brating his birthday. Now Feb. 22 is 
by law a national holiday. In the years 
to come probably Feb. 13 will he also. 
At any rate this yeai the Philadelphia 
Press sees in the general celebration of 
Lincoln's birthday the opening of the 
presidential campaign. 


A funny discovery has been made by 


a French scientific traveler-at least 
he says he made it—that in the Canary 
islands the natives have a whistling 
anguage. They whistle instead of tali, 
and the performance is accomplished by 
putting two fingers inside tiae mouth 
and then blowing. The language is 
much like the Spanish, though how M.

Rather oddly the exports of 
meats and beef cattle for December 
were less than for the corresponding 
month of 1890. 


Boston is maintaining its reputation 


as the cleanest city in America by a he- 
roic move which might well be followed 
by other cities. It could be followed by 
any other town in tho country on the 
same ground on which the Boston health 
authorities exercised their power. In 
various parts of the city were dirty and 
unhealthful tenement houses, occupied 
in all by about 200 families. In vain 
the authorities tried to make the rich 
and respectable owners put these dens 
in order. They refused. Then taking 
the ground that the tenements were \m- 
fit for human habitation, the health 
board ordered the 200 families to vacate 
—simply move out and leave the nasty 
old barracks standing empty.

At the same time 
the increase in railway miles of track 
was only 42 per cent. For all that, how- 
ever, Mr. Prout deduces from his figures, 
or from his inner consciousness, it is 
hard to say which, the cheerful conclu- 
sion that train accidents are relatively 
fewer in the country than they were in 


1883 and 1883. 


We are to remember that half the 


people who are killed on railroads are 
killed through their own fault. 
Either 


they are walking on the track contrary 
to law, or they are stealing rides on the 
trains. Taking out this number, Mr. 
Front proceeds to examine into the cases 
in which people have bean killed in train 
collisions or accidents. He selects thir- 
ty-six of the prominent ones. The con- 
clusions in which the general public 
is deeply interested are summed up 
briefly. 


Of the thirty-sis accidents note this, 


that twenty-two of them might have 
been prevented if .employees had obeyed 
orders. Nineteen of them would proba- 
bly have been prevented if the roads 
had been provided with block signals 
and interlocked switches and signals. 
Some of the accidents would have been 
prevented and others would have been 
much less severe if freight trains had 
been fitted with airbrakes. Compara- 
tively few of the thirty-six accidents 
were due to defects of track and equip- 
ment. This is some satisfaction, which

How Glaciers Ar« Formed. 


The joint cause of glaciers is precipita- 


tion and cold. A low temperature alone 
can do nothing without moisture, and this 
fact quickly dispose-; of the popular notion 
that glaciers invariably exist in cold coun- 
tries. Thibet, for instance., andsome parts 
of North America, are destitute of ice 
springs, though eternal cold may be said 
to re.igu supreme in these parts. Imagine 
for a moment, the higher mountains clear 
of snow and ice, and then watch ^for the 
format ion of a glacier. 


Snow tails and /ills tip all tin,'valleys 


and gullies, avalanches descend from the 
higher parts and a great accumulation 
gathers in all hollows. By constant repeti- 
tion of snowfalls (always provided agreater 
quantity is deposited than can bo melted 
by the sun's rays and by the natural 
warmth of the earth's crust) great pres- 
sure is put upon the lower portions by tho 
superincumbent accumulation, and aided 
by the hm'ltratiou of water aud reifeezing 
a large body of ice is formed which at once 
begins to move down the valleys contain- 
ing it.—Goldthwaite's Geographical Maga- 
zine. 


Trapping ISe.irs and Killing Them. 
It makes quite a difference in the profits 


of bear hunting whether we kill our game 
in New Hampshire or Maine. Hero tlie 
biunty is only five dollars, while over the 
lii'O it is ten dollars. So we are anxious to 
prove that vvedo our killing in New Hamp- 
shire. 


For instance, if I trap a bear in Maine I 


try to got him across the line before knock- 
ing him in tlie head. One I loaded into a 
cart and drove up into the dooryard of one 
of the selectmen of a neighboring town 
just across the border, and there disp.itcned 
my bear, and called for and received my 
order, making flve dollars in a few hours 
by so doing.—Interview in Levriston Jour- 
nal- 


How Vaccine Virus Is Obtained. 


The preparation used to produce what 


we call "vaccii.ation" is known among 
medical men as vaccine virus, to produce 
which it is necessary to go through a sur- 
gical operation, the subject being a young 
cow or even a calf. Alter scarifying the 
belly of the animal (the parts having pre- 
viously been shaved), the wound is inocu- 
lated with virus from an animal already 
in use. A sore is thus formed without 
lasting injury to the beast, and after a 
week or ten days a thin vaccid matter be- 
gins to flow from the abrasion. This pus 
or matter is the vaccine virus of commerce. 


Goose quills which have been scraped 


with a knife until they present a rough ex- 
terior are rubbed in this virus. The virus 
from one abrasion is sufficient to coat 10,- 
000 quills, which, after being so prepared, 
are technically called "points." 
These 


points, when ready for shipment, look very 
much like ordinary goose quills, the virus 
coating not being visible to tho naked eye.
